["THERE AS it is expedient to make further Provision for Preamble. 
§/ the Regulation of Markets and Fairs in Ireland : Be it 
enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 

5 and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
A uthority of the same, as follows ; 



I. The following Words and Expressions in this Act shall have the Interpreta- 
Meanings hereby assigned to them, unless there be something in the 
Subject or Context repugnant to such Construction; (that is to say,) Act : 

10 the Expression “ the Lord Lieutenant” shall mean the Chief Governor “Lord Lieu- 
or Governors of Ireland for the Time being ; the Expression “ Lord tenant : 
Lieutenant in Council” shall mean the Lord Lieutenant, by and with “Lord Lieu- 
the Advice of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland ; the Word 
“County” shall include Riding, and shall also include a County of « Countv; .. 
15 a City or County of a Town; the Word “ Town” shall mean and “Town:” 
include a City, Town Corporate, Borough, Market Town, or other 
Town in Ireland; the Expression “the Commissioner” shall mean “Commis- 
the Commissioner or Special Commissioners appointed from Time to sloner : ’ 
Time under this Act; the Word “ Owner ” shall include any Body ‘•Owner:’’ 
[Bill 200.] A ‘ of 
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of Commissioners, and any Corporate Body, or Person entitled to 
any Tolls or Customs in respect of any Market or Fail-, or claiming 
to be so entitled and in Receipt, of such Tolls or Customs; the 
“Tolls:” Expression “Tolls ’’shall extend to and include all Customs, Stal- 
lages, Rents, Fees, and other Dues whatsoever payable by any 5 
“Lease Person using or frequenting any Market or Fair ; the Word “ Lease” 
“Cart:” shall include an Agreement for a Lease; the Word “Cart ’ shall 
include Waggon and also any Carriage used wholly or chiefly for 
“Driver:” the Conveyance of Goods; the Word “Driver” shall include the 

Carter or other Person having the Care of any Cart ; the Word 10 

“Cattle:” “ Cattle” shall include any Horse, Mare, Gelding, Foal, Colt, Filly, 

Bull, Cow, Heifer, Ox, Calf, Ass, Mule, Ram, Ewe, Wether, Lamb, 
“Collector:” Goat, Kid, or Swine; aud the Expression “the Collector” shall 
mean the Person appointed by the Person or Persons entitled to the 
Tolls in any Market or Fair to collect the Tolls authorized by this 15 
Act, and shall include the Assistants of the Collector ; the Expression 
“ Superior “ Superior Courts ” shall mean Her Majesty’s Superior Courts of 
Couris:” , Record at Dublin; the Word “Justice” shall mean Justice of the 
“Justice p eace act j ug f or the Place where the Matter requiring the Cognizance 

of any such Justice arises, and if such Matter arise in respect of any 20 

Market or Fair situated not wholly in any one Jurisdiction, shall 

mean a Justice acting for the Place where any Part of such Market 
“Person.” or Fair shall be situated; the Word “Person” shall include a Cor- 
poration, whether aggregate or sole. 

Short Title. II. This Act may be cited as “The Markets and Fairs (Ireland) 25 
Act, 1857.” 

Provisions of III. The several Provisions of the “ Lands Clauses Consolidation 
Lands ^ ^ct, 1845,” (except the Provisions of the said Act which authorize 
ShdaUon 011 " the purchasing or taking of any Lands otherwise than by Agreement,) 

Act, 1845, shall, so far as the same may be applicable to and are not inconsistent 30 
this Act t0 with or modified by the Provisions of this Act, be incorporated with 
and form Part of this Act, and shall be applicable to the Purposes 
thereof and in the Construction of this Act and the said incorporated 
Act, this Act shall be deemed to be the Special Act : Provided always, 
that all Things by the “ Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845,’’ 35 
required or authorized to be done by the Promoters of the Under- 
taking may be done by the Owner of any Market or Fair under 
this Act. 

Commis- IV. It shall and may be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, by 
a^ohited'b ^ arrant under his Hand, to appoint a competent Person to be Com- 40 
the Lord missiooer under this Act, to be continued in Office so long as the 
Lieutenant. Lord Lieutenant shall deem necessary, and upon every Vacancy in 

the 
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the Office of such Commissioner in like Manner to appoint some 
other competent Person to such Office ; and the said Person to be 
from Time to Time appointed shall be the Commissioner for the 
Execution of this Act, and shall be styled “ The Commissioner of 
5 Markets and Fairs in Ireland.” 

V. The said Commissioner, or the Special Commissioner to be Commis- 
appointed as herein-after provided, shall cause to be made a Seal for have a c om _ 
his Commission, and shall cause to be sealed therewith all Orders and mon Seal, 
other Instruments made by or proceeding from the Commissioner or 
10 Special Commissioner in pursuance of this Act; and all such Orders 
and other Instruments, or Copies thereof, purporting to be sealed with 
such Seal, shall be received in Evidence, without any further Proof 
thereof or of the Appointment of the Commissioner or Special 
Commissioner. 

15 VI. It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Salary to^be 
Treasury to direct a Salary not exceeding Pounds Monies '"to be 

per Annum to be paid to the Commissioner appointed under this Act ; provided by 
and such Salary, and all incidental Expenses of carrying this Act into ai ia 
execution, if any such Expenses be incurred, not herein otherwise 
20 provided for, shall be paid out of such Money as shall be provided by 
Parliament for the Purpose. 

VII. It shall be lawful for the Commissioner, by Summons under Power to 
his Seal, to require the Attendance before him, at a Time and Place 
to be mentioned in such Summons, of all such Persons as he shall summon 
25 think it necessary to examine in relation to any Inquiry directed or Wltnes8es - 
authorized by this Act, or any Question or Matter depending before 
him as such Commissioner, and to require all such Persons to produce 
before him all Deeds, Books, Papers, Documents, and Writings relating 
to such Inquiry, Question, or Matter, and to examine upon Oath, 

30 which he is hereby empowered to administer, all Persons who shall 
under such Summons or voluntarily attend before him as Witnesses. 



VIII. If any Person required by such Summons to attend before Penalty for 
the Commissioner shall, without reasonable Cause, to be allowed by ^ c ' atten ' 
him, fail to appear according to such Summons (having been paid or 
35 tendered a sufficient Sum of Money to defray the Charges of his 
Attendance), or shall refuse to be sworn, or shall not make answer 
to all such Questions as shall be lawfully put to him by the Commis- 
sioner, or shall refuse or fail to produce before the Commissioner any 
3uch Deed. Book, Paper, Document, or Writing, being in or under his 
40 Custody, Possession, or Power, as shall be lawfully required to be 
{200.] A 2 produced 
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produced by him, he shall be subject to a Penalty for every such 
Offence not exceeding Ten Pounds. 

IX. The Commissioner may, if he think fit, receive in Evidence 

Affidavits, and such Affidavits may be made before any Justice of 
the Peace, or any Person empowered to take Affidavits, to be used in 5 
any of the Superior Courts in Ireland ; and all Persons who shall 
wilfully give false Evidence or otherwise forswear themselves in any 
such Examination or Affidavit shall upon Conviction thereof be liable 
to the same Pains and Penalties as Persons guilty of wilful and corrupt 
Perjury are now liable to by Law. 10 

X. All Persons claiming or levying auy Tolls at or on account of 
any Fair or Market in Ireland (save Trustees, Commissioners, Cor- 
porations, or other Persons authorized under any Act of Parliament, 
and save such Persons as are Owners of Markets in the City of 
Dublin), shall, within Ten Days after they shall respectively be 15 
required so to do by Notice in Writing under the Hand of the 
Commissioner, furnish to the Commissioner a true Copy of the 
Schedule of such Tolls, and the Names of the Person collecting and 

of the Person or Corporation claiming Right to the same, as such 
Particulars appear upon the Board erected at the principal Entrance 20 
of such Fair or Market, under the Provisions of the Statute Fifty- 
seventh George the Third, Chapter One hundred and eight ; and the 
Party so furnishing the said Copy shall previously to its Transmission to 
the said Commissionner duly verify the same by his Declaration, to be by 
him duly made before a Justice of the Peace ; and any Person declining 25 
or neglecting to furnish such Copy of such Schedule, duly verified, 
wit hin the Time hereby provided, shall be liable to a Penalty not 
exceeding Five Pounds for each and every Week or Part of a Week 
during which he or they shall so decline or neglect to furnish the 
same after the Expiration of the Period aforesaid. 30 

XI. The Commissioner, upon Receipt of such verified Copy, shall 
proceed to revise the same, and may alter, vary, add to, diminish, or 
omit the Items thereof, either in the whole or in part, and include 
therein new Subjects in respect of which Tolls shall be payable, not 
exceeding the Tolls mentioned in the Schedule to this Act ; and 35 
upon the Completion of such Revision the said Commissioner shall 
return such new or revised Schedule, attested under his Seal, together 
with a Provisional Order, attested in like Manner, directing that the 
said new or revised Schedule shall, after the Lapse of Two Months 
from the Date of such Order, be adopted, and be the Schedule of the 40 
Tolls to be levied and demanded at such Fair or Market. 

XII. The 
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XII. The Commissioner shall forthwith cause a Copy of said 
Order and Schedule to be transmitted by Post to such Owner, and 
Notice thereof to be given in manner herein-after directed. 

XIII. It shall be lawful for such Owner or any Person aggrieved 
5 to appeal against any Rule, Order, or Adjudication of the Commis- 
sioner, to the Privy Council in Ireland, within One Month after 
Notice thereof, as herein-after directed ; and such Appeal shall be 
heard and reported on by the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council, and the Orders of the Privy Council shall be made according 

10 to the Reports of such Judicial Committee. 

XIV. The said Judicial Committee shall consist of the Lord High 
Chancellor of Ireland for the Time being, and such of the Members 
of the said Privy Council as shall from Time to Time hold any of 
the fallowing Offices in and for Ireland ; (that is to say,) of Lord 

15 Keeper or First Lord Commissioner of the Great Seal of Ireland, 
Lord Chief Justice or Judge of the Court of Queen’s Bench, Master 
of the Rolls, Lord Chief Justice or Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas, Lord Chief Baron or Baron of the Court of Exchequer, Lord 
Justice of the Court of Appeal in Chancery, and Judge or Commissary 
20 of Her Majesty’s Court of Prerogative for Causes Ecclesiastical and 
Court of Faculties in and throughout Ireland, and of all Persons 
Members of the said Privy Council who shall hold the Office of Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland, or any of the other Offices herein-after men- 
tioned, and of such other Persons, not exceeding Four in Number, 
25 being Privy Councillors in Ireland, as the Lord Lieutenant shall 
appoint to be Members of such Committee ; and no such Appeal as 
aforesaid shall be heard or reported on by the said Judicial Committee 
unless in the Presence of at least Four Members of the said Com- 
mittee, and no Report on such Appeal shall be made unless a Majority 
30 of the Members of such Committee present at the Hearing concur in 
such Report. 

XV. The Order and Schedule (if no Appeal, or if Appeal against, 
then such Order and Schedule as settled by the Privy Council,) shall 
be final and conclusive, unless altered as herein-after mentioned. 

35 XVI. Immediately upon such final Settlement of the said Schedule 
of Tolls the Tolls therein specified shall be the only Tolls which can 
be legally taken or clahned in the Market or Fair to which such 
Schedule shall apply ; and all Persons collecting Toils, or claiming 
the same, at any such Fair or Market in Ireland, shall erect, affix, and 
40 keep up, at all Times during the entire of the Days on which such 
Markets and Fairs are held, in some conspicuous Place at each of the 
principal Entrances of the same, a Board having painted thereon in 
[200.] A 3 large 
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large and legible Characters an exact Copy of such revised or altered 
Schedule, so that such Boards may be referred to and examined by 
any Person desirous of so doing. 

XVII. Every Person who shall demand any Toll or Custom, with- 
out having previously erected such Board, and duly kept up and 5 
maintained the same as aforesaid, or who shall demand any Toll or 
Custom not specified on such Board, shall forfeit for every such 
Offence the Sum of Forty Shillings, and shall refund the Amount of 
such illegal Toll to the Person improperly charged therewith : Pro- 
vided, however, that in case it shall appear that any Toll Board shall 10 
have been defaced or removed by Violence, then such Collector shall 
not be liable to such Penalty, unless he shall neglect to reinstate such 
Board as soon as the same may be reasonably done. 

XVIII. Every Person who shall deface or remove any such Board, 
or shall be engaged in any Riot in which any such Board shall be 15 
defaced or removed, shall, in addition to any criminal Punishment he 
may thereby incur, also forfeit a Sum not exceeding Five Pounds. 

XIX. The Commissioner may, at any Time after the Expiration of 
Two Years from the Settlement of any Schedule of Tolls, on the 
Application of the Owner, or of Twenty-one or more Persons rated to 20 
the Relief of the Poor to the Value of Eight Pounds and upwards, 
residing in the Town or Place at which such Market or Fair is held, 

or within Three Miles thereof, proceed to reconsider, revise, and 
settle such Schedule ; and all the Powers, Directions, and Provisions 
herein-before contained in relation to the original Revision of any 25 
Schedule of Tolls, and the Provisional Order to be made thereon, and 
the Right of Appeal therefrom, shall apply to such new Revision, as if 
the same were here repeated. 

XX. The Commissioner may from Time to Time, with such 
Approval as is herein-after required, make Byelaws for the Regulation 30 
of any Fair or Market, or generally of all Fairs and Markets in Ireland 
falling within his Jurisdiction, and for carrying the Purposes of this 
Act into execution, and may also, with the like Approval, from Time 

to Time repeal or alter any such Byelaws ; and the Commissioner 
by such Byelaws may impose such reasonable Penalties as he shall 35 
think fit, not exceeding Five Pounds for each Breach thereof. 

XXI. No such Byelaws shall come into operation until approved 
of by the Lord Lieutenant in Council, and the same shall thereupon 
be published in the “ Dublin Gazette,” and a Copy thereof lodged 
with the Clerk of the Peace of any and every County in which the 40 

Fail- 
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Fair or Market, or any Part thereof intended to be affected by such 
Byelaws, is situate. 

XXII. A Copy of each of such Byelaws shall be transmitted to Copy of 
the Owner of each Fair or Market to which the}' shall apply; and such 
5 Owner shall thereupon erect and keep up in some conspicuous Part of conspicuous 
the said Fair or Market during the entire of the Days on which the 
same are held a Board, having painted thereon in large and legible police Bar- 
Characters an exact Copy of each of such Byelaws, and shall also rack - 
cause a written or printed Copy of each of such Byelaws to be posted 
on any Constabulary Barrack which shall be situate within, or, if there 
lb be none such, then on any Constabulary Barrack which shall be most 
contiguous to such Fair or Market. 

XXIII. The Publication of such Byelaws in the “ Dublin Gazette,” publication 
and the posting of the same on some Constabulary Barrack, as herein- of B 7 elaws - 
15 before provided, shall be conclusive Evidence of the making, Allow- 
ance, and due Publication of the said Byelaws, and the said Byelaws 
shall thereupon be (until repealed or altered as aforesaid) as binding 
and conclusive as if the same had been expressly enacted herein. 

XX1Y. Every Owner who shall neglect, within One Month from Penalty for 
20 the Receipt of such Byelaws, to erect and keep up a Board having 
painted thereon a Copy of each of such Byelaws, shall for the First 
Offence forfeit the Sum of Forty Shillings, and for every such addi- 
tional Offence he shall forfeit the Sum of Five Pounds. 

XXV. The Constabulary of the County in which each Fair or Constabu- 
25 Market is situate shall be charged with the Duty; of preserving Order 

therein, and shall use their best Exertions to enforce the Byelaws and Regulations 
other Regulations of the Commissioner, and carry the same and this 
Act into effect and operation.

The Commissioner shall, as soon as conveniently may be 
after being directed to make such Inquiry as aforesaid, go to the 
Town or Place where the existing Market or Fair is holden, or where 10 
it is proposed that a Market or Fair shall be established, and there 
make Inquiry into the Matter of such Application, and hold One or 
more Sittings for that Purpose, and may adjourn any such Sitting 
from Time to Time, and shall give Notice of the said Order of the 
Lord Lieutenant, and of the Time and Place of his First Sitting by 15 
publishing the same in some Newspaper usually circulated in such 
Town or Place, and by Notice in Writing to the Owner of such 
existing Market or Fair, or of the Market or Fair usually holden 
nearest to the Place at which it is proposed that such new Market or 
Fair shall be established, which Notice shall be delivered to the 20 
Owner, or left at his usual Place of Residence, or transmitted to him 
thereat through the Post Office. 

XXVIII. If the Commissioner shall find that the Allegations in 
such Application are well founded, he shall ascertain and determine 
whether or not the Site proposed to be provided is eligible, and the 25 
Accommodation sufficient, and may make a Provisional Order under 
his Seal declaring that upon such Site and Accommodation being 
provided within a Time to be limited by such Order the Person or 
Persons providing the same will be entitled to hold a Fair or Market, 
as the Case may be, and take the Tolls specified therein ; and the said 30 
Commissioner in and by such Provisional Order shall fix and declare 
the Time and Place of holding such Fair or Market, the Tolls, if 
any, to be taken, and such other Particulars as shall appear to such 
Commissioner to be necessary. 

XXIX. In case the Owner of any existing Market or Fair, the 35

proposed new Market or Fair, shall be willing, and offer at any Sitting 
of the Commissioner, before he shall have made any Provisional 40 
Order, to provide the requisite Site and Accommodation, the Commis- 
sioner shall suspend the making of such Provisional Order for such

For weighing every Piece of Meat, or any other 
Article or Thing, weighing not more than 
Twenty Pounds Avoirdupoise ... 

For weighing every Piece of Meat, or other 
Article or Thing, weighing more than Twenty 
Pounds and not exceeding One hundred Pounds 0 / 
And so on in proportion for any greater or 
smaller Quantity than One hundred Pounds 
Weight over and above One hundred 
Pounds Weight. 

For measuring any Quantity of Goods and Things 
sold by Measure, not exceeding One Bushel 

For measuring every Quantity more than a Bushel 
and not exceeding Two Bushels 

And for every Bushel beyond Two Bushels 

Weighing Machines. 

For weighing any Cart or other Carriage, laden or 
unladen, the Sum of One Halfpenny per 
Hundredweight. 
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
